\ustria going to war with Russia and 
France, England would come to the assist- 
ance of the two latter Powers. 1 answered 

loubtedly ‘yes,’ under certain circum- 
stances He professed surprise and regret, 
but did not ask what the certain circum- 
stances were. He said he would tell the 
Emperor what 1 had told him. Of course, 


Germany must know that we could not allow 
either of our friends to be crippled.” 
Later the King said that his statement of 
opinion was one which “' Í, as an honest man, 
is bound to give.” The Kaiser’s brother 
duly reported the conversation to him, but 


warning was turned aside. Prince Henry 


of Prussia wrote to King George :— 

The Emperor observed that he knew now 
where he stood; that he was always in favour 
of peace, but, in view of the possible or 
probable attitude of Great Britain in future 


complications, he could not be blamed if he

REPLY TO MR. LLOYD 
GEORGE 


Professor Trevelyan replies sharply to Mr. 
Lloyd George’s criticism of Grey in relation 
to the invasion of Belgium. In his memoirs 
Mr. Lloyd George contends that at any stage 
Grey could have. secured substantial 
unanimity in the Cabinet regarding Belgium, 
and that “had he warned Germany in time 
of the point at which Britain would declare 
war the issue would have been different.” 

Mr. Lloyd George here, in Professor 
Trevelyan’s view, displays “more than his 
usual temerity.’’ ‘“‘The difficulty,” he says, 
“was the greater beeause Mr. Lloyd George 
himself was neutralist. e lives«so 
keenly in the present that he cannot, recall 
his own past.’’ As late as August 2 the 
Belgian Government stated that it’did not 
expect invasion. Mr. Churchill, Mr. 
Mckenna, Lord Crewe and the contemporary 
record by Mr. Asquith are cited as agreeing 
that the Cabinet would not have permitted a 
threat abowk Belgium earlier than Grey made 
it. Professor Trevelyan comments that Mr. 
Lloyd George’s “‘ retrospective creation of 
situations that never existed in order to cast 
blame on others is unworthy of the great 
part he has played in the world’s affairs.” 

Could Grey have prevented the avalanche 
of war’ ‘ During the rest of his life his 
sad mind perpetually reverted to the ques- 
tion, trying if again and again from every 


side, on Sleepless nights and blind solitary: 


davs. ‘To the end he could not think what 
more he could have done.” 

The author mentions that the Foreign’ 
Secretary would go out of his way to avoid 
a company of recruits marching down a cheer- 
ing street. the sight cut him to the heart. 

He once said to Lord Robert Cecil: “1 
used to hope that | was meant to keep the 
countrv out of war. But perhans my real 
bwsiness was to bring her into it unitedly.”’ 

There is recorded a talk in which Grey, 
discussing why Lord Carson resigned, recalled 
that Carson could not stand Kitchener, and 
used to murmur: “ That great stuffed oaf! ”’

JUMPING FROM THE 
 STRATOSPHERE. - 


RUSSIA STUDYING THE 
PROBLEM 


—- é —— 


Several Soviet parachute jumpers are at 
present ‘studying the problem of parachnte 
umping from the stratosphere. Victor 
aa, well-known for his jump from an 
altitude of 7,000 metres, recently stated in a 
Moscow newspaper that Soviet parachute 
jumpers were investigating (by means of ex- 
periment) the behaviour of the human organ- 
ism under sharp changes of atmospheric 
pressure and at low temperatures, also 
methods of parachute jumping from high 
altitudes. 

“ Up to the present,” said Mr. Yevseyev, 
“the highest known altitude from which a 
a has jumped was 9,200 metres. 
‘his was a forced jump because of mishap to 
the “plane over a foreign airdrome. The 
highest altitude from which a delayed jump 
has been made for sports purposes in the 
U.8.8.R. was 8,200 metres, when Yevdoki- 
mov established his All-Union record. 

“The main difficulties in jumping from 
great altitudes are the rarefaction of the air, 
very low temperature (between 40 and 50 de- 
grees Centigrade below zero), and the sharp 
change in the speed of falling. The speed of 
a freely falling body at a height of 800 metres 
above the earth equals 200 kilometres fer 
hour; at a height of 7,000 metres 320 kilo- 
metres per hour; at 13,000 metres 420 kilo- 
metres per hour. The speed of a falling body 
with an open parachute at these altitudes is, 
respectively, six metres, 18 metres, and £8 
metres per, second. A study of the behaviour 
of the human organism under these conditions 
will make it possible to solve the problem as 
to which is preferable—a delayed opening 
Jump or a jump with an open parachute.”’

‘BEST SALMON SEASON 


——_@——- 
OVA FOR THE LIFFEY 


The Liffey salmon fishing season has opened 
very well and is the best for many years; 
stated Mr. M. McNamara, Head Bailiff, in a 
report submitted to a meeting of the Dublin 
Conservators of Fisheries at 110 Grafton street, 
Dublin, yesterday. The number of salmon 
caught last month was the highest on record 
for February. ) 

“ Notwithstanding all my vigilance and 
attention to the Liffey,”’ he continues, ‘‘ un- 
fortunately, poaching is carried on on an 
extensive scale, and the offenders have not 
been made amenable so far. I have a good 
idea who they are.” 

The Board announced that during the past 
three years, 105,000 brown trout ova, 
purchased by the Dublin Trout Anglers’ 
Association, have been distributed in the 
Liffey and its tributaries. During the same 
period 135,000 salmon ova and 30,000 sea tront 
ova, obtained through a grant from the 
Fisheries -Branch- of the Department of Agri- 
culture, were likewise distributed; 75,000 
salmon ova and 10,000 sea trout ova are 
being hatched out for distribution this year. 

It was explained at the meeting that the 
Board has no power under the Act to purchase 
ova. The salmon and sea trout ova are 
tegen by the Department, and ve 

indly hatched out by the Zoological authori- 
ties for the Board. Appreciation was 
expressed of the work of the Dublin Trout 
Anglers’ Association in purchasing brown 
trout ova. 

Mr. E. G. Reddington tendered his resigna- 
tion from the Board owing. to inability to 
attend regularly. He said that he would be 
always ready to co-operate with the Board, 


and might at a later date be red to 
ogee omens oe: Board “accepted 
the resignation w Py ay t, and announced 
that the vacancy would be filled by co-option 
at the next meeting.

J. Chambers, Instructor ‘n Horticulture for 
County Dublin, expressed the belief that 
producers would be well satisfied if they 
could get 10s. to 12s. ae ewt. for their pro- 
duce. The imports of onions. in 1934 was 
146,915 cwts., 141,587 :cwts. in 1935, and 
130,935 cwts. in 1936, so that there is still 
room for expansion if we are to supply our 
onion requirements. Can we grow all the 
onions we require in this country? The 
answer is no. From the end of February to 
June there is: nothing to fill the bill, but 
there should be ‘no reason to import any 
onions during the rest of the season if home 
growers rise to the occasion. : 

In North County Dublin .alone, said Mr. 
Chambers, there was an increase of 21 acres 
under onions last year as compared with the 
previous e son. oe 

Onions may be grown on almost any type 
of soil, except very heavy clay or light sand. 
They can even be grown on light sand with 
judicious manuring, but not on stiff clay. 


Manures 


. The manuring cf ground intended for 
onions will depend to a certain extent on 
the crops that precede them. If sown after 
a heavily manured potato crop, for instance, 
no farmyard manure should be necessary, an 
application of artificials, such as 4 cwt. super- 
osphate, 2 cwt, sulphate of potash, and 
i cwt of sulphate of ammonia per statute 
acre should be sufficient. The second-best 
plot in my area last year was grown after 
two crops of wheat, with the above dressing. 
In most cases, however, I would recommend 
an application of 25 to 30 tons of farmyard 
manure, ploughed in in the autumn, if pos- 
sible, followed .by..a dressing of 4 cwts. 
superphosphates, 2 cwts. sulphate of potash, 
and 1 cwt. of sulphate of ammonia in early 
spring. In some cases it may be necessary 
te. foflow this. with an application of 1 cwt. 
of nitrate of soda in early July. . | 
In Bedfordshire the following manures give 


good results: Superphosphates, 2 cwt. ; 
potash salts, ó cwt.; sulphate of ammonia, 
1 cwt, per acre in Frebruary. 


In Northern Ireland growers often dress 
the ground with soot and salt at sowing time, 
and apply a light dressing of nitrate of soda 
when plants are about 2” high. After the 
final thinning kainit and phosphates are hoed 


in. 
Lime.—Where soils deficient in lime are to 
be used for onion-growing an application of 
lime should be given during the autumn prior 
to sowing. Its presence in the soil reduces 
the risk of Botrytis and other diseases, and it 
also tends to improve the keeping qualities 
of the bulbs. This is a very dmportant factor. 


Seed-Sowing 


Seed may be sown in the 
the ground is dry enough in Spring. I have 
sown as early as January 22nd, but from 
February 14th to March 25th is the best 
period. Later sowings cannot be expected to 
produce a full crop of well-matured bulbs. 

Autumn sowings are usually made from 
mid-August to September 10th, the latter date 
applying to such varieties as Ailsa Craig, 
which, if sown earlier, would run to seed be- 
fore being fully matured. '

Methods of Sowing 


In Bedfordshire some growers use the six- 
Coulter drill, spacing the lines six to nine 
inches apart, leaving an alleyway which is 
sometimes sown with parsley, which latter is 
supposed to mask the smell of the onion, and 
thereby minimise the risk of attack by onion 
fly. In Northern Ireland some growers sow 
with the corn drill arranged to sow six rows 
one foot apart, and allow of a two-foot alley- 
way between the beds. Let us come back 
to our own country and see what, methods 
have been empioyed during the past two 
seasons. 

In many cases where plots of one-eighth 
of an acre were sown lines 15” apart were 
taken out with a triangular hoe and the seed 
covered by the feet; this is an old-fashioned 
method, and has much to commend it where 
small plots are to be sown. 

In one instance the seed was sown with 
a turnip machine on drills 24”. wide, making 
two lines per drill, while in other cases the 
seeding was done with that excellent little 
machine, the Planet Junior. This is a 
machine which can be easily pushed by hand, 
and by changing one or two bolts can be 
converted into a single or double wheel hoe. 
The Planet Cé ó weighs about 35lbs., and 
can be purchased for ahout £6. 

The methods for sowing for this season 
will be somewhat on the same lines, but I 
shall not try sowing on drills. Even where 
it is possible to use a horse hoe, the lines 
have to be hand cleaned, and the yield per 


acre would be far below average on 
account of the ' wider epacing. Some 
rowers will sow in six feet wide 


eds, with lines running at right angles 
to the furrow, which will be 2” wide, 
9 to 10 inches will be allowed between the 
lines and plants will be thinned to 4 inches. 
Similar beds will be used in most cases for 
transplanting from frames.

For the production of a heavy crop of 
even-sized onions no method can compare 
with the sowing of seed on a hot bed in a 

rden frame during the first fortnight of 
ebruary. ‘About two loads of good strawy 
stable manure will make up a bed 2 feet 
high on which a frame 8 inches by 6 inches 
can be placed, the bed to be 10 feet by 8 
inches, with frame resting on top. When 
the manure is firmed down, * pape about 4 
inches of the cleanest possi soil on it, 
and if wood ash or burnt clay is available, 
mix: a little through the bed. When the 
frame has cooled a little, after three or four 
days, ow the seed, broadcast at the rate of 
about 4 oz. per square yard, and cover with

HOME-GROWN FEEDING- 
STUFFS 


OPPORTUNITIES IN GRASS.- 


LAND 
Te rise in price of.feeding stuffs affects 


the farmer more seriously than is gener- 

ally believed. Many will undouvtedly 
be led to consider how iar they can econgmise 
by substituting home-grown produce in the 
ration for the dairy herd. 

At present prices of concentrates and hay, 
it is costing the farmer nearly ££0 more than 
it did one year ago to keep a herd of thirty 
two-gallon cows during the winter season.. 
Kxpressed in another way, milk costs 1d. 
per gallon more to produce, which has the 
effect of réducing profits. Economy has. be- 
come imperative. 

As any replacement of purchased feeding 
stuffs must be made by crops supplying the 
necessaty amount of protein in sufficiently 
concentrated form, the solution of the pro- 
blem on the average farm, largely depends 
upon the effective use of grassland. Well 
managed and manured, surprising economies 
may be made by using grassland to the best 
advantage. 


Earl y Grass 


The earlier the farmer ean get his Jive- 
stock out on grass the more will he save on 
indoor feeding and labour. When it is 
realised that, even if the soil is warm enough, 
active growth cannot begin: until slow, natural 
processes or manuring fate supplied enough 
nitrogen for the plants to feed upon, it will 
be understood why the application in 
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Barry . wer, Mr. R. C. Wil- 
liams’s Aberdeen-Angus breed champion, 
at Ballsbridge. 

February or March of 2 cwt. per acre of nitro- 
chalk produces abundant grass two or three 
weeks earlier than usual. Innumerable experi- 
ments and ‘trials throughout the British Isles 
have shown that extra yields of 14 to 2 tons 
per acre of early grass may confidently be 
expected under average conditions, provided 
that the. treated fields contain early grass, 
such as ryegrass and cocksfoot, are in dry 
and sheltered situations and have not been 

over-grazed during the winter. 

A fortnight’s “early bite” on ten acres 
will support an average herd of thirty two- 
gallon caws receiving only hay indoors with- 
out concentrgtes, If not at grass, such 
animals, correctly fed, would be consuming 
7lb.. of concentrates per day, so that the 
total replacement value would be £9 15s. 
taking coticentrates at £7 10s. per ton. More- 
over, when cows are turned out to grass the 
benefit to the health of the animals is imme- 
diately reflected in the milk yield, which 
rises by 10 per cent., if not more, worth 
£4 4s. Including labour-saving as two hours 
of a man’s time per day at 9d. an hour, the 
total value of the fortnight’s early grass on 
ten acres comes to £15, giving a net profit 
of £6 7s. after deducting for the cost of the 
fertiliser, its cartage and application. — As 
early grass with hay will provide for main- 
tenance and production up to four gallons, 
the net profit of £20 6s. would be gained by 
having a herd of thirty four-gallon cows out 
for a fortnight at early grass. , 

These profits are appreciable and do not 
take into account the benefit to the later 
age after the early bite has been eaten 
Oh. 


Silage 


The value of silage for winter feeding is 
not sufficiently realised. Many farmers still 
seem to think that silage making requires 
the construction of a gigantic and costly 
tower to contain the meee. and that it 
is a matter of chance whether the fodder 
turned out is fit for feeding, or sour, un- 
palatable waste. This might have been so 
in the early days of silage making, but 
within the past few years great contributions 
have been made éo our knowledge of fermen- 
tation processes, and it is now easy for the 
average farmer to prepare first-class ensilage 
with a small outlay on equipment. 

Grassland offers two distinct kinds of 
material for the silo: surplus summer grass, 
low in protein and high in fibre, giving 
ordinary silage with a feeding value no 
better than that of average hay; and the 
young leafy grass of spring and autumn, 
which is very rich in protein and from which 
winter fodder of double this feeding value 
can be made. Different processes are re- 
quired for each type, but only the high 
quality silage is subject for discussion here. 

Silage from high-protein grass can be made 


mo: 5 simply and conveniently by the 
molasses’. method, which involves the 
spraying of molasses on to layers of ‘the 


material as it is filled into some kind of con- 
tainer from which air can be excluded. 
Luring filling the layers must. be thorough! 
trodden. When full, the silo is sealed wit 
a layer of soil. Inexpensive wooden silos to 
hold about 8 to 20 tons of fresh material can 
easily be made locally and set up in any 
suitable field, or permanent low-buils silos of 
concrete, iron or wood may be built near the 
sa“ at ba cost, ' 7 
lasses silage if properly made from high- 
age grass , rellahed by stock, eh 
fed ab the rate of 17 to Q0ib. for each 
allon of milk. A daily ration of 56lb. of 
rst quality silage is suificient for the main- 
tenance and milk production of a two-gallon 
cow, without hay and without coneentrates.

deducting for losges of food value in silage- 
making. Fertilisers must be used, and a 
dressing of 2 cwts. of nitro-chalk in February 
or March will be adequate preparation for the 
first cut in spring. In July a second dressing 
should be given, if there is enough rain, 
when ample grass will be ready for the 
autumn cut, 

The cost of making silage works out at 
about 8s. per ton, including field work, filling, 
topping and the cost of molasses, Allowing 
£18 for fertilisers and their application, the 
total production cost of the 155 tons of sil- 
age comes to £72, which leaves a very hand- 
some profit when balanced off against the 
£126 odd which otherwise would have. to be 
paid for concentrates, ‘and on the cost 
of hay also replaced. Even if only part of 
the acreage could be spared, and even if, for 


high yielding cows, the ration of silage 
had to be reduced and some concentrates 
fed, the ‘saving is still considerable. 


Silaze lias the advantage over hay that it 
can be prepared independent of weather. In 
fact, ensiling is best carried out om dull or 
wet, davs, provided it is not raining hard. 


Hay 


The production of very, good instead of 
average hay is another way of saving on the 
feeding stuffs bill. Granted satisfactory 
weather, this is more a matter of good 
management and manuring than of anything 
else. 

In practical language, the difference in 
food value is such that a ration of 20Ib. of 
very good hay and ólb. of concentrates, 
sufficient for a  two-gallon animal, is 
equivalent to 20lb. of average hay, plus 7lb. 
of concentrates. On a herd of thirty cows 
the season’s\saving by using the better instead’ 
of the poorer fodder’ would be 94 tons of 
concentrates, no trifling consideration. ‘The 
essentials for the production of first quality 
hay are the sowing of good strains of grasses 
and clovers in suitable proportions, early 
cutting, and the judicious use of fertilisers. 
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HOW TO CONTROL IT 
I his paper on “ The Control and Eradica- 


tion of Some of the Diseases of Dairy 

Cattle,’’ read at the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Society Cow Testing Congress .in 
Cork, Professor <A. F, O'Dea, V.S&., 
D.V.S.M., Veterinary College of Ireland, said 
contagious abortion, also known as abortion 
disease, Bang’s disease or epizootic abortion, 
is world wide in distribution, and is parti- 
cularly common in countries where cattle 
rearing is highly developed. Few large 
herds are free from the affection. The 
disease chiefly affects cattle when they have 
reached sexual maturity. It is most common 
in cows and in calf heifers, but it is also 
known to affect bulls and bullocks. Although 
the afiection has been noted in horses in only 
very rare cases it is a cause of abortion in 
mares. 

The disease is usually transmitted by in- 
jection of food or water which has been con- 
taminated by discharges, foetal membranes, or 
fetuses. Dog, foxes, birds, streams, ponds 
and utensils frequently spread the infection, 
and so do attendaifts on their hands, boots or 
clothing. Milk may also be a carrier. Usually 
the disease is introduced into a herd by an 
affected ecow.. The discharge from a cow 
may pass on to the coat of a bull and 
thence on to another cow, or infected semen 
may be spilled on the ground and contaminate 
the fodder. 

Infection is very readily acquired, the 
organism being capable of passing through 
the uninjured eye and even through the un- 
abraided skin. 

Contagious abortion has a long incubation 
period, and is very insidious in its onset, 
producing no clinical symptoms of disease 
until abortion or calving takes. place. 
Abortion usually occurs between the fourth 
and eighth month, rarely as early as the 
third month. When it occurs early the act 
is sudden, the fetus and membranes being 
paar with little effort and little discharge 
eing apparent, 

When it oceurs in the later stages of 
gesetién preparation similar to those for 
parturition may be shown, but they _ fre- 
quently escape notice. In most cases, within 
a few weeks of abortion or calving, the 
‘organisms leave the uterus and become 
located in the .udder and other glands and 
tissues of the body, where they remain until 
the next pregnacy, when they again invade 
the uterine walls avd the external covering 
of the fetus; The changes they bring about 


fin this situation may cause the animal to 


abort a second or even a third time. Second 
abortions are, however, rare; third abortions 
very rare. 


A Source of Infection 


Thirty per cent. of infected animals do 
not abort at all, but once an animal becomes 
infected, whether she aborts or not, she 
usually remains affected for life, and is con- 
sequently, particularly after parturition, a 
source of infection to others. 

It is computed that forty per cent. of 
affected cows discharge abortion bacilli in 
the milk. Calves born of infected cows or 
fed on infected milk suffer temporarily from 
the infection, but become clean before they 
reach sexual maturity, so that maiden heifers 
dnd young bulls, unless running with the 
herd, are in the vast majority of cases free. 

Contagious abortion is of great economic. 
importance, because of the loss of caives, re- 


duction in milk yield, and; in some cases, : 


resulting sterility. The reduction in milk 
ield has been calculated by Minett and 

artin at 20.7 per cent in reactors which 
have not aborted, and the reduction 1s: much 
reater in the case of aborters. Sterility may 
ollow as a result of catarrh or inflammation 
of the womb, consequent on retention of the 
foetal membranes. 


Detection

Precautions

(c) Sale without previously Qrotifying the

Should reactors be numerous the guestion 


of control and eradication’ by gradual 
methods will have to be undertaken. 

On farms where the percentage of affected 
animals is high, and where abortion is rife. 
resort will have to be made to contro! 
immunisation with a vaccine. Live vaccine 
is generally accepted as being more effective 
than dead vaccine for this purpose. Dead 
vaccines are, however, preferred by 
veterinary surgeons. They have the advan 
tage that they do not spread the diseas 
that they do not cause abortion in pregnant 
animals, and, in districts’ where the virulence: 
of the organism is low, they may be effec 
tive. The practitioner with local knowledge 
is the best judge of which to tise. Vaccina 
tion with living culture produces a stronger 
immunity, but possesses many disadvantages, 
namely, that :— 

(1) vaccinated animals react to laboratory 

and other tests for a long period; 

(2) they may excrete abortion bacilli in the

milk ; 

(3) they occasionally become carriers; 

(4) vaccinated animals cannot be sent, to 
the bull for at, least two or threa 


months after inoculation ; 
(5) it cannot be employed for 
animals ; 
(6) it must not be applied to bulls, 
Vaccination does not “confer complete im 
munity, arid’ consequently vaccinated animals 
should not be unduly exposed to infection; 
neither does it get rid of the infection, but 
it reduces the number of abortions. and it 
may help to make eradication easier later 
on when abortions have ceased itt the herd.

Rodgers, 32 Merrion street, Dublin, “ for 

oss and damages suffered by him in the 

killing of his son, Michael Patrick Lynch,”’ 

in Marsh's cattle yard, Copley street Cork, 

on August 13, 1934, on the occasion of a sale 
of seized cattle. 

Mr, J. A. Costello, K.C., Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kennéy, K.C., and Mr. O'Driscoll (in- 
structed by Mr. T. A. Buckley) appeared 
tor the plaintaff; and Mr, J, A. McCarthy, 
K.C., Mr. William Black, K.C., dnd Mr. 
Meagher (instructed by Mr. Maurice 
O'Connor) for the defendants. 

At the outset, Mr. R. McLoughlin (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor), for 
the Corpraissioner of the Garda. said that on 
the Se day reference had been made to 
regulations with regard to the use of firearms 
by detectives. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he had told 
M:. Black that those regulations should be 
produced, 

Mr. Black said that his attitude was that 
there was no regulation at present in exist- 

' applicable to the position and duties of 

e special branch of men acting as body- 
cuards te persons in danger, and that any 
existing regalations governed the Garda force 
ig erally. 


ARMED DETECTIVES 


Mr. Costello said that the answer given to 

a witness on the subject had not 

nce to the so-called special branch pro- 

unit; it was given by Superintendent 

Jiggin in reference to his force of armed 

detectives, who were, with the uniformed 

Gardai, under the control of Chief Superin- 
tendent Fitegerald. 

Mr. Black said that he had not seen the 
document, 

\ir. McLoughlin said that he produced a 
document issued in November, 1932. The 
outents were not regulations in any official 
sense at all, but were im the nature of a 
direction given bv circular by the Commis- 

ner to the district officers in the various 
areas. 

Mir. Justice Hanna—There is no objection 
to these regulations being produced ? 

Mr. MclLoughlin—They are, of course, 
documents for which, in the ordinary course, 
privilege would be claimed by the Minister, 
but, in view of the nature of this case, they 

being handed in, with this submission: 
that they are really irrelevant to the present 
proceedings. They do not deal with the 
special class of protective duty that is con- 
erned in this case. They were issued at a 
time when that form of duty was not being 
carried on at all. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he had read 
the first three pages, and they seemed to he 
most proper and exemplary instructions for 
the chief of the force to give to the detective 
branch. He was much obliged to the Com- 
missioner for the attitude he had taken up 
in the matter; jt was quite what he had 
expected from him. 

A. the request of Mr. Justice Hanna, 
copies of the document. were supplied to 
counsel on both sides. 

Garda P. Deegan deposed tha‘ on the day 
of the shooting he was one of a Garda 
cordon at Anglesea street. At about 12.30 
p.m. a lorry filled with men, who brandished 
sticks or truncheons, dashed through the 
cordon towards Marsh’s vard. The Gardai 
then engaged a crowd of about 2,000 men, 
who endeavoured to break through the 
cordon. About 200 did get through. Nearly 
every man in the street had a stick or 
truncheon. The Gardai had tried to get on 
to the sides of the lorry, but were beaten off. 


MAN WITH BAYONET 


Witness saw one man in the crowd in the 
street who had a bayonet about two feet 
long. and who tried to strike a Garda with 
it. Witness struck this man, who got away. 
Witness said that the Gardai drove back the 
crowd up Anglesea street, but at one point 
the crowd got too strong for them. About 
twelve Gardai were cut off from the, rest and 

ere beaten up rather badly. Witness was 
nocked down. and beaten with sticks and 
licked while on the ground, He was rescued 
by civilians just as reinforcements arrived 
and drove the crowd away. é 

Cross-examined by Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, 
witness said that some of the crowd were 
driven back along Anglesea street to the 
Model schools. He could not say what hap- 
pened to the men who got through the 
cordon. 

Detective Officer M. O’Loughlin,. examined 
by Mr. Meagher, said that he was on duty 
at the pen in Marsh’s yard. About 12.30 
he we shouting on the street, and he then 
saw a lorry dash through the gate. Whcn 
the lorry came through he heard shots. 

Mr. Meagher—At the time could you tell 
whether these shots came from inside or out- 
side the vard ?’—1 could not. 

What did you-do when you heard the 
shots ?—I remained where I was. 

What did you do when the firing stepped ? 
—I came down in the direction of the lorrv. 

How long did the firing continue ?—A very 


short period. 
MEN UNDER ARREST 


When vou came towards the lorry, what 
did you see’—I saw about eight or ten men 
under arrest. 

Did vou hear any of these men make any 
observation “—One man shouted: ‘‘ Where is 

‘Neill now?” 
Minna by Mr. O'Driscoll, witness 
said that he was under Inspector Diggin, 
and had a revolver. : 

Mr. O’Driscoll—Did you fire it ?—No. 

Did Inspector Diggin fire 1—No. 

Guard John Boyle in answer to Mr. Black, 
said that he was one of the uniformed Guards 
inside the gate. ‘There were nine Guards 
there, and they were in small pe. There 
were other Guards down to where the cattle 
were. He was. standing inside the wicket 
gate, which .was. nob fastened. He looked 
ont and saw the lorry coming straight for 
the gate. He said: “ Look out, lads, there 
is a lorry coming straight for the gate, “nd 
they jumped clear. The lorry eraaies 
through, and immediately it crashed throug

Ko“ Bleck—Did you see from what quarter 
the shots came ?—No, I did not. 

Answering further questions, the pe 
said that the lorry came to a standstill, an 
he saw a number of men in it.

ness said that the S branch was a special 
branch, and that its members were engaged 
in armed escorts and protection duty. 


DISTINCT BRANCHES 


Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney—Is not the ordi- 
nary armed detective a member of the 8 
branch: is not that the ordinary termino- 
logy?—No. There are two distinct branches 
—two distinct names. There is what is 
known as crime ordinary. 

What is the $ branch confined to ?—Con- 
fined to escorting and protection duties, and 
at this time they were protecting a buyer in 
going around to different cattle sales. 

Answering further questions, he said that 
Moore was in the special branch and was not 
a sergeant in 1934. He was a sergeant for 
twelve months. 

Sergeant Moore, one of the deféndants, was 
examined by Mr. Black, and said that he 
was in charge of the party of detectives of 
the S branch protecting O’Neill. All were 
of the same rank, but he was the senior. 
Since the occurrence in Marsh’s saleyard he 
had been promoted sergeant on the 24th Sept- 
ember, 1934. Condon, another of the party 
and a co-defendant with him, had also been 
promoted sergeant since that occurrence. He 
was at the auction on the 27th July, 1934, 
at the same saleyard, when a man came u 
to O'Neill and said: ‘‘Bum O'Neill, we will 

t you before you leave Cork County.” 

hen detailed for the protection of O'Neill 
on August 13 in the same place he asked 
for extra arms and was given four rifles. 
The seven members of his party in addition 
were armed with revolvers. 

The witness said that when he got into 
the yard he left his colleagues in charge of 
the cars and went through the gate. 
Through the wicket ha saw the lorry smash 
through the crowd outside. He ran back 
towards his party, but before he got there 
the lorry crashed through the gate. He 
turned round, faced the gate and drew his 
revolver. 


“I FIRED AT THE LORRY” 


“Just as the lorry burst through the 
gate," he said, “I saw the gate rise up on 
to the canopy of the lorry. I fired two shots 
in the air, and then I fired at the lorry. 1 
saw twelve or fifteen people in the lorry, and 
they were in a crouching position. I saw a 
crowd coming through the gate after the 
lorry carrying truncheons. I saw Superin- 
tendent Fitzgerald struck by either the lorry 
or the gate, and I then fired the remaining 
shots in my revolver at the men jumping 
from the lorry. The men continued to ap- 
proach, and I decided that there was no time 
to reload the revolver. I ran back to the 
car and picked up a rifle and fired at the 
men approaching me.”’ 

Mr. Justice Hanna—To kill ? 

The witness answered in the affirmative, 
and added that, in all, he fired three shots 
from the rifle, ceasing fire when he saw the 
Gardai cordon at the gate reformed. 

In reply to further questions by Mr. Black, 
the witness said that he had no other function 
there excent to protect O'Neill, and he was 
not under the control, and did not receive 
any instruction from, any officer of the 
Gardai. He had nothing to do with what 
was happening outside except in so far as it 
menaced O'Neill. 

“When 1 saw the lorry crash through,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ 7 believed that the crowd surging 
towards m. from the gate would get out of 
the control of the Gardai, and that the life 
of my charge was in danger.” 

The witnes: said that. the crowd had 
truticheons’ There was.no other gate out of 
the,saleyard exeept the one at thé lorry, and 
if: he had iad any other lineé~6f retreat for 
him and hia charge he would not have 
fired the shots from the rifle. 


O'NEILL A TRADE NAME 


In reply to further questions, the witness 
said that he was protecting three members of 
the O'Neill firm that day, but he did not 
know their names. O'Neill was their trade 
name. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—So you were protecting 
a trade name? 

The witness said that he did not know 
them by any other name. 

Mr. Black said that there was a very good 
reason—a life and death reason—why the 
names of the prospective buyers should not 
be disclosed at the time. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he was under 
the impression all along that there was only 
one prospective buyer at the sale. 

Mr. Black said that he was left under the 
same impression. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Costello, the wit- 
ness said that at the time of the occurrence 
he was seve. or eight months in the Gardai, 
having joined on the 7th September, 1933. 
He was five months in the Dépét receiving 
training in police duties 

Mr. Costello asked the witness if, at the 
inquest on Lynch, he said that he had been 
three months in the Dépét, and the witness 
replied: ‘‘ It could be three months.’’ 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Why say five months 
if you were only there three months—nearly 
only half the time? 

The witness said that he had not a dis- 
tinct recollection ot the period; and he made 
no answer to Mr. Costello, who asked him if 
he realised the importance of his answer. 

Mr. Costello—While there, what training 
did you receive ?—VPolice duties. 

What precise police duties ’—The Constitu- 
tion Amendment Act, the Treasonable 
Offences Act, the Explosives Act, and the use 
of firearms.” 

You never had any course of discipline the 
same as the ordinary Gardai?—We were 
taught to obey orders. 

Further questioned by Mr. Costello, witness 
said that he was not kept apart from the 
ordinary Guards in the Depot when getting 
training im firearms. 

Mr. Costello—There was not much neces- 
sity to train you in firearms—you were pretty 
slick with them before you jointed the 
Guards? 


HAD BEEN IN I.R.A. 


Witness replied that he had been im the 
I.R.A. from 1917 to 1924, and after 1924 he 
had been abroad. He said that he had not 
been brought into the Guards for the special 
purpose of being trained for the protective 
unit, but joined im the ordinary way, having 
passed an examination on entry. He was 
engaged in guarding Government buildings 
and in the protection of Ministers after 
training. i 

Asked if he was given w instructions about 
the circumstances in which it was proper to 
resort to firearms, witness said that a cir- 
cular (produced) was read to him in the 
Depot in 1933, and he had also read the in- 
structions and taken them to heart. He had 
been seriously impressed by statements in the 
cireular, to the effect that there was far too 
great a readiness to resort to the use of fire- 
arms in dealing with disorderly persons, and 
that a revolv-: should be used only as a last 
resort. i : : 

Mr. Costello— Was that in your mind when 
you were m Marsh’s yard on 13th August, 
1934?— Yes. 

Witness agreed that the circular stated that 
the practice of firing shots in the air must 
inevitably Jead to the gravest consequences ; 
but his first action on the occasion in Cork 
was to fire two shots in the ar. ‘The in- 
structions stated that if there was any doubt 
about the necessity, a gun should not be used. 
On the occasion in question he had no doubt 
whatever. 

Out your shots came without pause or con- 
sideration ’—1 acted - the belief that the Irfe 

harge was in danger. 
yeh Aas eid that 26 revolver shots and 12 
rifle shots were fired from his party, of whom 
Detective Dowd was the only one who did 
not fire. Witness believed that what shots 
were fired came from him or ‘his party.

Further questioned, witness said that he

If he was told’by the Chief Super- 
intendent not to fire, he would fire if he be- 
lieved that the life: of the man he was pro- 
tecting was in danger. 

Mr, Costello—Is it your belief that you 
were there completely uncontrolled . by the 
Chief Superintendent or - anyone? was 
charged by my superior officer to protect the 
life of O'Neill, and that was my first, charge. 
I was under the charge of Superintendent 
McGloin. 7 r : 


UNDER NOBODY'S CONTROL 


You were under nobody’s control in Cork 
that day ’—No. “é 
_ Witness agreed that he had said at the in- 
quest that the whole matter of whether he 
would fire or not was one of his own discre- 
tion, and that was his attitude to-day. Every 
detective officer used his own’ discretion 
whether he would fire. Witness fired first, 
and other firing started immediately after- 
wards. He did not order the others to stop, 
and did not mean his cessation of fire to be 
a signal to the others. He agreed with the 
description of the Chief Superintendent that 
the firing was cool, calm .and . deliberate. 
There was no panic. He believed that the 
men running in through the gate were coming 
to attack the buyer. He knew that Michael 
Lynch had nothing to do with it. 

Mr. Costello—And you ‘pointed your _ re- 
volver deliberately, and fired to kill at these 
men coming in through the gate, not caring 
whether they were innocent men or what 
they were. Is not that the position ?—Yes. 

Witness said that five or’ six men who 
came from the lorry were fired: at. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did you aim at any 
particular man? 

Witness—I did. 

In reply to a further question, he said 
ES three shots were fired at the front, oí the 
orry. 


WANTED TO KILL DRIVER 


Mr. Justice Hanna—Because you wanted 
to kill the driver ?—Yes, 

Answering Mr. Costello, witness said that 
the men he saw were armed with sticks. He 
deried that it was a fabrication’ on his part 
to say that there were three “O'Neills ”' 
there. He had brought it out at the inquest 
that there were three men buying cattle. 
Two of the buyers were behind him when he 
fired, and the other was down at the pens 
under the protection of Detective Dowd. 

In reply to Mr. Justice Hanna, “witness said 
that some of the buyers who were called 
“O'Neill” on that occasion had passed as 
“John Brown ” at other sales. 

Asked by Mr. Costello why he had not put 
the buyers into the office in the yard for 
protection, witness said that he had not 
time, and he did not think the office would 
be very safe if the crowd got in, 

Answering the Judge, witness said that his 
first shot was directed at the carriage of the 
lorry. 

Mr. Justice Hanna suggested that the men 
in the lorry were caged there. 

Witness, further replying to Mr. Costello, 
said that his last five or six shots were 
directed at men who jumped from the lorry. 

You fired at fairly close range at these 
men with the deliberate intention of killing 
them ?—Yes. 

Re-examined by Mr. Black, witness said 
that he had been a captain in the I.R.A. 
from 1917 to 1921, and from 1922 to 1923 he 
was officer commanding supplies on the 
general headquarters staff. He had been in 
every major engagement against the Black 
and Tans in his division. 

Answering Mr. Justice Hanna, witness said 
that he had been made a sergeant about five 
weeks after the occurrence in Cork. No 
reason was assigned for his promotion. 

To Mr. Black—He fired the first two shots 
in the air because he believed they would 
have the effect of keeping the crowd back. 
If the lorry had not swerved on entry there 
was nothing to prevent it coming right down 
the yard. Superintendent Fitzgerald had 
been knocked down when he first fired. The 
men who came through the gate did not look 
very innocent, being armed with cudgels and 
sticks. 

John Condon, another of the defendants, 
and a member of the 8 Branch of the Detec- 
tive Division, also gave evidence of the 
scene in the sale a when the lorry came 
through the gate. He said that he was 
sitting on the running board of a motor car 
with one of the O’Neill’s, and on the alarm 
he emptied his revolver in the air. He saw 


| people running from the back of the lorry, 


and got the rifle from the motor car. He 
went into the salesroom and fired the rifle 
through the window at a number of men 
coming round from the back of the lorry. 
He fired the shots in order to protect 
O'Neill, whom he believed to be in guna 
He fired only the one shot into the group. 
as he got the impression then that the 
Gardai at the gate had the position in hand. 

In reply to .ar. Costello, the witness said 
that he fired at a group of men, but he was 
firing to hit and possibly to kill. He had 
no idea what was the result of his shot 


REST FOR RIFLE 


Mr. Costello—You got a nice rest for your 
rifle through the window ?—I did. 

And you were pretty sure to hit some- 
thing ?—I expected to. 

Re-examined by Mr. eg ong the witness 
said that before joining the 8 Branch he 
had experience of guns in the Irish Repub- 
lican Army 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked if this was 
directed to show that the witness was ‘‘a 
good shot.”’ 

Mr. Meagher said that it was to show that 
he had experience in the use of firearms, and 
he asked the witness what rank he had in 
the I.R.A. 

The witness replied that he had held 
various ranks, and, in reply to the question 
what rank he held on retiring, he answered - 
“I really cannot say.” 

J. F. Rodgers, another of the defendants, 
said that he also was in the I.R.A. before 
joining the 8 Branch, and with others of the 
class never resided in the Depot during his 
four months’ training. He was billeted in 
the Castle, and went daily to the Depot for 
instructions. He also described the scene 
in the saleyard, and said that after the 
lorry came through the gate he fired three 
shots into a crowd of men. 

In reply to Mr. Costello, the witness said 
that he was the driver of one of the cars, 
but considered that he was equally respon- 
sible with the others for the protection of 
O'Neill. 

Mr. Costello—Your chief job in the Depot 
was to learn how to shoot?—I did not have 
to learn how to shoot. 

You were ‘‘slick’’ with the gun’—I was. 

Did you associate with the uniformed re- 
cruits’—-Our lectures were given separately, 
but that was a matter for the authorities. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Were you kept sepa- 
rate from the uniformed Guards: for whom 
we have so much respect ?—No, 

Were you allowed to to mix with them ?— 
We were. 

Mr. Costello asked the witness if he acted 
on his own discretion in firing the shots into 
the gs: and he replied: “I had to. I 
could not be running round for somebody to 
te me what to do in an emergency like 

at.” : 

The further hearing wag adjourned until 
to-day.

EFORE Mr.. Justice Sara in the 
Central Criminal Cou esterday, 
Patrick Boylan, a 23 years old electric 

welder, of 13 Coburg place, off Seville place, 
Dublin, was, charged with. the murder of 
Norah Whelan; an 18 years old girl, of 19 
rey street,. Dublin, on 5th December 


st. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy. K.C., and Mr. Kevin 

Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted: Mr. Patrick Roe, K.C., 
and Mr. Carroll O’Daly (instructed by Mr. 
L. Trant-McCarthy) appeared for the accused 
man, 
_ Mr. McCarthy stated that the events to he 
investigated by the jury oecurred about 11 
o'clock on the night of 5th December. The 
girl was a factory worker and was the sweet- 
eart of the accused man, The principal 
events took place in the yard and in the 
residence of the accused man, at a party 
which he had given to his immediate 
relatives. It began with the dance, said 
counsel,- and inside two hours it ended in 
tragedy, when the accused man slashed the 
girl’s throat and head with a razor. It was 
a tragedy of jealousy and’ pride—jealousy by 
reason of the fact that the accused. man 
found: facts which led him to believe that he 
had a rival and that the girl was about to 
transfer her affections to a former sweet- 
heart. The aceused man sought revenge not 
on the man, who might have defended him- 
self, but on the girl. 

Dealing with the movements of the accused 
man on the night of the 5th December, 
counsel stated that he was at 6 p.m. with a 
man named Matthew Torney at Burgh quay. 
They had two drinks, and then had four with 
two other men. Before going home the 
accused man invited Torney to a dance at 
his house that night. They next found him 
at 7.45, accompanied by Norah Whelan, call- 
ing at the house of a Mr. and Mrs. McNeill. 
The four of them went to the accused man’s 
house, arriving about 8.20 o’clock. The 
accused man and Mr. McNeill went out and 
had two drinks. About 9.45 a number of 
people arrived at the house, the total number 
there being seventeen. 


PLAYED THE PIANO 


The accused man, said counsel, played the 

i for dancing, and after half an hour 
eft the room, asking another man to play an 
accordeon in his absence. They would find 
that during the period of his absence he 
travelled two miles to the girl’s house at 19 
Nicholas street. It was raining heavily at 
the time, and he was seen walking up and 
down outside her house. On his return to 
his own house he started again to play the 
piano. Later he danced with Mrs. McNeill, 
who was the deceased girl’s sister. Norah 
Whelan sat between men named McDermott 
and Osborne, 

Subsequently the girl danced with Mr. 
McNeill. About 11 o'clock she left the room, 
and the accused man also left. Others who 
were in the hall later saw the girl to be in 
distress. 

The accused man rushed out of a room 
without lis coat, and struck McDermott 
violently, proceeded counsel. Peace was 
restored, and the accused man left quictly, to 
return later, still without his coat. He 
approached the girl, Norah Whelan, .and said: 
“- Are you going home with him? ” meaning 
McDermott. The girl, in distress, was heard 
to say : “No, no. 4 am finished with you.” 
He walked out of the room, and then the 
girl was called out. The accused man and 
the girl went into the yard, followed by Mr. 
and Mrs. McNeill. The accused man said: 
“Do you hear what she said? She said she 
is finished with me.” He then asked the 
McNeills to go in, saying that he wanted to 
talk to Norah alone. Mr. McNeill had only 
taken a few steps inside the door when he 
heard a seream. He rushed back, and saw 
Boylan and the girl apparently struggling. 


“LHAVE CUT HER THROAT” 


The girl broke away and rushed in by the 
back door; spouting blood. .- McNeill asked 
the accused man What*he had done, and he 
answered: “I hava ent fier throat.” He 
went to go in; but McNeill blocked his way. 
He said: “I want ‘to get in and kiss her 
before ‘she dies.” McNeill then struck him. 
The accused man pointed to something, and 
said that there was the thing he had done 
it with. He jumped on the wall and shouted 
to McNeill: “I will swing for it.” He dis- 
appeared over the wall. The girl died in 
hospital at 7.30 the next morning, and shortly 
after midnight that night the accused man 
was arrested in his own home, to which he 
had returned about half an hour before. 

Patrick McNeill gave evidence of the pro- 
ceedings at the party and of Norah Whelan 
leaving the room after dancing with witness. 
The accused man also left the room, and wit- 
ness heard a row in the hall. Witness was 
going out and met the accused man coming 
in. He was in a fighting attitude, and had 
no coat.on. Witness saw him strike men in 
the room. Witness went on to describe his 
going out to the yard, where he saw the 
accused man talking to Norah Whelan. Wit- 
ness asked what was the row about, and 
Boylan said: ‘‘ Leave me alone.” Witness’s 
wife was now in the yard. Boylan did not 
appear to be excited. He said: “ Do you 
hear what she said? She said she is 
finished with me.” He then said: ‘Go 
on inside. 1 want to talk to Norah privately.”’ 
Witness and his wife went into the house, 
but just as they did so witness heard a 
scream. He went out again, and saw 
Boylan and the girl. in a position which 
suggested that they were struggling. The 
girl broke away, and witness asked Boylan 
what he had done. He said, ‘‘I have cut 
her throat.” When witness blocked his pas- 
sage back into the house he said: ‘‘ Leave me 
alone. I want to go in and kiss her before 
she dies.” Witness told him he would not 
go m. Boylan pointed to something and 
said, ‘‘There is the thing I have done it 
with.” 


“I WILL SWING FOR IT” 


Witness could not see what the object was. 
Boylan picked it up, jumped on to the wall, 
and said: “I know i have done it. I will 
swing for it.”” Then he said, “I will do the 
canal,’’ and drepped from the wall. 

The only drink at the party, said the wit- 
ness, was a bottle of stout handed round 
during the singing. i 

Cross-examined by Mr. Roe, witness said 
that he did not see anything which should 
have caused any trouble. The girl showed 
no reluctance to be left alone in the yard with 
the accused man. Boylan had no coat on 
when he jumped on the wall. . 

Mary McNeill, wife of the previous witness, 
said that she was a sister of the late Norah 
Whelan. The accused man had been keeping 
company with her sister for gbout six months. 
When they were going to Boylan’s house on 
the night of the tragedy Boylan and her sister 
seemed to be happy and on friendly terms. 
During the dancing she saw her sister sitting 
between Torney and McDermott. After the 
dancing they sang. She noticed that Boylan 
was absent during the singing. He was 
absent for over half an hour. When dancing 
was resumed Boylan danced with witness, 
and seemed to be quite sober. 

Mrs. McNeill went on. to tell of hearing a 
row in the hall and of Boylan coming back 
to the room in a fighting attitude, and strik- 
ing men who were trying to quieten him. 
There was about two yards distance between 
the accused man and her sister when she saw 
them talking in the yard. Witness told of 
having heard her sister’s scream, and of 
seeing her standing in the back passage with 
her hands to her neck. i i 

James McLaughlin gave evidence of having 
gone to the party with Osborne and McDer- 
mott, and of the pacification of Boylan when 
he had entered the room in a fighting attt- 
tude. He heard the accused man twice say 
to Norah Whelan, ‘‘ Do vou want to go hore 
with him?” and she replied, “ No, no; I am 
finished with you.” After the oceurrence im 
the yard witness went for the ambulance. 
When he went outside the house he saw 
McDermott in the street at the window of 
the house. i 

In reply to Mr. Roe he said that he used 
to play football with the accused man. He 
had heard Boylan say that the football was 
not doing him any good and complain of his 
head 


To the Judge witness said that about four 
minutes elapsed between the time the girl 
said: *‘ No, no; I am finished with you,” and 
when he heard the scream. 

James MeDermott said that he had known 
Norah Whelan about fourteen months, and 
had kept company with her before Boylan 


knew her. He went to the party in Boylan’s. 


He had no invitation from the accused man 
to attend. Norah . Whelan 


over and sat beside him. - | 
at that time had left the room. He returned 
in about twenty minutes, and witness again 
was sitting beside Norah Whelan when he 
resumed playing the piano. Near 11 o'clock 
witness was going to sing, when the accused 
man rushed in and struck him on the side of 
the head. The accused man then was in his 
shirt sleeves.” After a conversation with the 
accused man’s mother he. left the party, with- 
out his overcoat.

To Mr. O’Daly, witness said that he was

Charles Osborne said he went to the at 4 
with McDermott and McLoughlin. ora 
Whelan was beside witness during part of the 
singing. Before Norah. Whelan danced with 
Mr. McNeill he heard the accused man say 
to her: ‘* Why don’t you get up and dance? ”’ 
He did not hear her reply. He heard Mrs. 
Boylan say to the accused man and Norah 


Whelan: '' Don’t be arguing.”’ 


Mr. McCarthy—Did anything happen to 
you after that?—I got a wallop. i 

Witness said that he heard someone say: 
“ Get, outside. We'll give you your coat in a 
few minutes.” He could not, say who struck 
him. He went out and walked about for 
ahout twentv minntes. 

To Mr. Roe—He thought from her posi- 
tion that it might have been Mrs. Boylan 
who struck him It was a woman's voice 
that told him to get out. He had his hand 
on Norah Whelan's shoulder in the course of 
the party. 

James Colhoun said that he was invited 
to the party by Mrs. Boylan.. He gave 
his account of the proceedings, and said 
that he cleared up the blood in the room 
after Norah Whelan had been taken away 
in the ambulance. i 

Asked if the accused man were sober wit- 
ness said that he seemed more jovial than 
usual. 

Answering Mr. Roe, he said that he had 
known the accused man since he was ten 
years old. He had a violent temper. On 
the 1st May last a man insulted him at a 
dance, and he struck him and kept lookigg 
for him after he had left the dance. He 
struck witness and others in the course of 
the trouble. He knew nothing of an acci- 
dent to Boylan’s head, apart from what 
Boylan had told him. Boylan had ceased 
to play football about three seasons ago. 
The reason he gave was that he was unable 
to head the ball. 

Have you ever seen anything peculiar 
about him?—Yes. In the course of a con- 
versation he would walk away with his hand 
on the side of his head and say, “ Oh, my 
brain !”” 

The Court adjourned until 11 o'clock this 
morning.

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
construction summons which was brought b 
Gerald Russell, 37 Norfolk street, Strand, 
London, one of the trustees of the will and 
codicil of Matthew Peter D’Arcy, who died 
in 1889, and who was the proprietor of 


D’Arcy’s Brewery, Dublin, for the determina- | 


tion of questions arising on Mr. D’Arcy’s 
will, In a clause of his will Mr. D'Arcy 
bequeathed a sum of £40,000 to be divided 
among his daughters SR his eldest 
daughter, who was already provided for) in 
egual shares, the interest to be paid to them 
Íor life, or until marriage, and then settled 
upon trust for the daughter eo marrying, her 
husband, or issue, or any one or more of 
them, as his trustees, with the consent ot 
such daughter, should think fit, with a gift 
over, in the event of any daughter dying 
unmarried, to her surviving sisters (except 
his eldest daughter}, in equal shares, in the 
same manner and on the same trusts as in 
the original shares. 

It was stated that two of the testator's 
daughters, Mrs. Usher and Mrs. Burke, died 
leaving issue. A third, Miss Emma D'Arcy, 
died last year. ‘The survivor, Miss Mary 
D’Arcy, was aged 70 years. 

Arguments had taken place on the question 
of the construction of the words ‘‘ surviving 
sisters,” and on the effect of such construc- 
tion. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy, in the course of 
his judgment, said that the words “‘ surviving 
sisters ” in the clause of the will under con- 
sideration were to be construed literally, 
and were not to be given a wider interpreta- 
tion, either as meaning “other sisters” cr 
sisters who survived in the persons of them- 
selves or their descendants, so as to include 
the children of dead sisters. 

As Mary D’Arcy was the last of the four 
daughters of the testator, who were the bene- 
ficiaries under that clause, there was no 
person who, on her death, would fill the de- 
scription of surviving sister, and on the true 
construction of the will, the gift of the fund of 
£40,000 was an absolute gift to the four 
daughters, with certain restrictions and limita- 
tions imposed upon it, and as these limitations 
would, on Miss Mary D’Arcy’s death, un- 
married, be incapable of taking further effect, 
the absolute gift would remain. 

The will, however, contained a clause 
cutting down the benefits of a daughter 
becoming a professed nun, but no argument 
had been addressed to the Court upon its 
effect. As he could not assume that, Mist 
Mary D'Arcy would not even, at her advanced 
age, take the veil, he could only determine 
at present what would be her position in the 
event of her not doing so, which she was 
entitled to know. 

He, accordingly, decided that in the event 
of the death of Miss Mary D'Arcy without 
having become a professed nun, both her own 
original share and that of her late sister, Miss 
Emily Teresa D’Arcy, would be her absolute 
property and pass as part of her personal 
estate. He allowed all parties their costs, to 
be paid out of the share of Miss Emma Teresa 
D'Arcy. '

INFLUENCE OF IRISH 


MISSIONARIES 


A large audience assembled in the Physics 
Theatre of University College, Dublin, yester- 
day to hear the first of two lectures by the 
Belgian historian, the Rev. Edouard de 
Moreau, 8.J., member of the Belgian Royal

Statistical Evidence 


The title of the famous pamphlet, copies of 
which may still be inspected in some of the 
larger libraries, is ‘‘ Post Office Reform,” and 
its foundation lay in a statistical investigation 
into the revenues of the Post Office of the 
time. From the published figures Hill dis- 
covered that the revenues had been fallin 
steadily from about 1820, but he consider 
that they should have been increasing rapidly 
through the increase of population ier the 
steady development of stry and com- 
merce. He saw that in the Reanciel year 
1819 the revenue from, postal services was 
£2,209,212, from a population of about 19} 
millions ; in 1837 it was only £2,206.736, from 
a popeetion of 25, millions, There was 
plainly something wrong when in twenty 
years the gross income of the postal services 
had fallen by nearly £2,500, while the popu- 
lation b creased by some six ions. 
Hill estimated that had the postal revenue 
increased part passu with the. increasing 
population it should have been million 
sg instead of just under million 
pounds. 

He based this calculation upon the analogous 
services of transportation, which had in- 
creased their revenues steadily since the be- 
ginning of the century.

The Financial Argument 


It was this argument which proved most 
effective in an age which regarded the finan- 
cial return as the only index to success or 
failure, and had Hill not published his 
pamphlet the urge to increase the - postal 
rates might have been irresistible. In mak- 
ing hig case Hill had, however, to rely largel 
upon conjectural estimates, but he was able 
to prepare fairly reliable figures from the 
data of the Lond 
the amounts collected for postage in other 
parts of Great Britain. From this data he 
calculated that the number of letters upon 
which postage had been paid was about 884 
tnillions for the year, and that there had been 
74 million franked letters and 30 million news- 
pe carried in the same period. This gave 
um a total of 126 million postal packets for 
the year, and examination of the financial 
return in the light of this figure gave him 
the average cost of transmitting each packet 
as about seven-eigths of a penny. Detailed 
examination of the cost of conveying an ordi- 
nary letter from London to Edinburgh con- 
vinced Hil] that if the postal charge were 
made proportionate to the cost of con- 
conveyance it must be made uniformly the 
same for every part of the Kingdom. At 
the time when this disclosure was made the 
cost of transmitting. an ordinary letter varied 
from 4d. to 1s, 8d. for a single ounce. Any 
enclosure, however small, constituted the 
packet a double letter, upon which double 
rates had to be paid. A single sheet of 
paper exceeding one ounce in weight had to 
pay fourfold postage, and the average charge 
on an inland letter was about ninepence.

be sold to the public, so that the cost could 
be collected in advance. Then he added the 
revolutionary proposal that adhesive stamps 
should be sold to the public for attachment to 
all letters and packets sent through the post. 
It transpired later that this adhesive stamp 
suggestion was really not Hill’s own, but 
that it had originally been made to a com- 
mittee investigating the postal system by a 
Scottish printer named Chalmers. he 
suggestion is generally credited to Hill, 
although the claim of Chalmers was formally 
admitted nearly fifty years ago. 


Public Appreciatio} 


: . 

Hill’s proposals werg received by the 
public, and more especially by the business 
community, with enthusiasm; but the officials 
of the Post Office ridiculed them as imprac- 
ticable. The Postmaster-General, Lord Lich- 
field, thought the pro 8 would not only 
bankrupt the system, but would ‘‘ burst the 
walls of the building,” and that the whole 
area of the Post Office at the time would 
prove insufficient to hold the letters and the 
staff needed to deal with them. He was at 
once overwhelmed by the number and the 
weight of the petitions which poured into 
his Department, and into the House of 
Commons, in favour of Hill’s proposals. In a 
single session over two thousand such 
petitions were ag?” but it was not until 
August, 1839, that Hill’s proposals were estal- 
lished legally as the normal postal system of 
Great Britain and Ireland. ill found him- 
self installed to supervise the initiation and 
working of his plans, and in January, 1840, 
the uniform penny Bas became operative 
throughout the then United Kingdom. Post- 
age had to be prepaid, or otherwise would be

Hill, the Man 


The ma. to whom this great reform was 
almost solely due was born in Kidderminster 
on December órd, 1795. At the-age of 17 
he founded a school in which the administra- 
tion was left to the pupiis themselves, thus 
anticipating some of the ‘‘advanced’’ edu- 
cational systems of to-day. This became later 
known as ‘The Hazelbrook System,” and it 
had a tremendous effect upon the educational 
practices oi Europe. When he was about 36 
years old he turned entirely to social pro- 
blems, and he was in his orty-second year 
when he astonished the politicians with his 
Ba on “ Post Office Reform.” When 
he penny post became effective, in 1840, he 
was appointed to the Civil Service to supervise 
the introduction of the reforms, but was 
dismissed two years later, This act of the 
Government confounded and angered the 
public, so that a testimonial to Hill realised 
the sum of £13,000. In 1847 he returned to

Sin,—The public will be interested to 
know that the New Zealand butter, im- 
ported by the Government, and now on sale 
in Dublin, is being supplied to the retail 
trade at 145s. a hundredweight, which is 
1s. _ a pound, whereas the average price 
on the English market is 80s. a hundred- 
weight, or 83d. a pound. , 

is means a profit to the Government of 
63d. a pound, which is equivalent to 43.5 
per cent., while they refuse to allow the 
retail trade to charge a price which would 
show a gross profit of more than 8 per cent, 
The retailing of butter is not a paying pro- 
position under existing conditions. 

When the retail trade endeavoured to fix 
an economic price, the Department of Agri- 
culture broadcast a statement that there had 
been ‘‘no alteration whatever in the terms 
and conditions on which butter is sold to 
wholesalers and retailers that would justify 
any increase,’ but they remain silent when 
they are taking a profit of 63d. a pound on 
the same commodity, , 

It is also interesting to note that Irish 
creamery butter is selfing in Belfast, Lon- 
don, etc., at Is. 1d. a pound, or 4d. a pound 
cheaper than in the producing area.—Yours,

Oil on the Waters? 


Evidently the company in charge of the 
new Dublin oil refinery has refused to 
change its mind. It requires seven oil 
tankers, and the contracts for their con- 
struction have been placed in Germany. 
No doubt, there are reasons. The Free 
State is bound to Germany by a “ two-to- 
one’’ trade agreement, and the laying of 


contracts to the value of #£1,500,000 
probably will entitle her to export 
£750,000 worth of cattle. Furthermore, 


since the company 1s partially British. 
controlled, there may be much truth in 
Councillor James Larkin’s statement at 
this week’s meeting of the Dublin Trades 
Council—that the ships are being built 
with ‘‘ frozen credits.’’ In other words, 
the British financiers behind the refinery, 
being anxious to recover a part of their 
German debts, which Germany refuses to 
pay in cash, are tryirig to recover it in the 
form of goods. Whatever the explanation 
be, the contracts have gone to 
yermany. A protest has been made before 
the Trades Council, on the ground that 


may 


the tankers could have been built 
‘locally ’’—as we presume, in the Free 
State. We are aware that there is at 


least one excellent firm of ship-builders 
in the Free State, which is able to con- 
struct vessels of considerable size; yet we 
are compelled to doubt whether a contract 
for the building of seven large tankers 
within a short space of time would not 
be beyond the country’s resources. If, 
however, Southern Ireland lacks a ship- 
building industry of the first magnitude, 
Northern Ireland possesses the largest and 
most efficient yards in- the world, These 
contracts ought to have gone to the North. 
It might have happened that even 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, who have a 
very fair amount of work on hand at 
present, could not have undertaken to 
fulfil them in the necessary time; but they 
certainly could build some of the seven 
vessels, and the contract for the remainder 
could have gone wherever the refinery’s 
directors should choose. Certainly, how- 
ever, the Belfast yards deserved the. ‘‘ first 
refusal,”’ ; 

Is there any limit to the folly of the 
Free State’s attitude towards Northern 
Ireland? Every member of the Govern- 
ment talks .glibly about the prospect of 
reunion ; politicians seek to persuade their 
audiences “that nothing but the hidden 
-hand of the British Government prevents 
its immediate accomplishment ; pious hopes 
that “the North will come in”’ are heard 
on every side. Yet, when the Free State 
is presented with an opportunity to 
translate her professed good-will towards 
Northern Ireland into a material and most 
convincing form she rejects it. The offer 
of these contracts to Belfast would have 
done more for Irish unity than ten 
thousand fine speeches. Unemployment is 
still rampant in the North, and the build- 
ing of seven oil-tankers—or even of three 
or four oil-tankers—would have provided 
work for hundreds, if not for thousands, 
of Northern citizens. Could their feelings 
towards a country which had put food 


{into their mouths and clothes upon their

There has been abundance of talk 
in the past, but it has not brought the 
day of unity a moment nearer; indeed, the 
calm assumption of so many Free State 
politicians that the six counties do not 
know what.is good for them and will learn 
sense sgoner or later has gone far to post- 
pone that: day. _A great deal of nonsente 
is said and written. about the ‘‘ hard- 
headedness ” of the Northern man, who is 
by no means a materialist pure and 
simple. Nevertheless, facts «peak loudly 
in these days ; and the time has come when 
the Free State must replace words by facts. 
It is right that she should fulfil her own 
contracts if she can; if she cannot, 
Northern Ireland ought to be given the 
option. The worst of all the bad results 
of the economic war has been to widen the 
gulf between North and South. Just as 
Belfast was recovering from the great de- 
pression the Free State market was closed 
against her; and who can be surprised if 
new bitterness was engendered? Surely 
Mr. de Valera has enough real concern for 
Irish unity to alter this sorry state of 
affairs. There are a thousand means by 
which he can reveal the value to Northern 
Ireland of association with the Free State. 
He has: fostered industries, which need 
machinery, and there are many kinds of 
machinery which the North can supply; 
he has talked about a Saorstdt Merchant 
Service, the ships for which can be built 
in the North. It ought to be a cardinal 
doctrine that no contract which can be 
fulfilled in Ireland shall go out of Ireland. 
One grave error has been committed 
already. Is it too much to hope that it 
will be the last? If nothing more than 
the greatness or smallness of the 
Saorstdt’s adverse balance of trade hung 
on these contracts, we should not worry 
unduly about their placing; but the Free 
State cannot afford to make errors where 
the unity of our nation is at stake. 


Trade Bartiers 


Yesterday at The Hague the Prime 
Minister of the Netherlands, Dr. Colijn, 
formally opened the first international 
conference on trade barriers and 
economic co-operation since the collapse 
of the World Economic Conference. The 
membership of the conference is confined 
to the signatories of the Oslo Convention, 
and it has been convened at the instance 
of the Dutch Government. The way for the 
conference was prepared by the recent 
visit of Dr. Colijn to Stockholm, where he 
was very cordially received by the Swedish 
Government. It is a gathering of the 
‘little nations’’ of Europe—Holland, 
Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Belgium, Fin- 
land and Luxemburg—and in consequence 
nothing of a spectacular nature can be 
expected to result from its deliberations. 
Indeed, from this exploratory conference 
nothing definite possibly can emerge, since 
its members are experts who will survey 
the economic situation and ascertain if it 
is possible to make any advance towards 
freer trading among the nations repre- 
sented. The work of the conference seems 
to fall into two parts. Its first task is to 
see if the representativef can recom- 
mend to their Governments the possibility 
of increasing trade among themselves. The 
second is the consideration of foreign 
trade in general. It is difficult to perceive 
where any marked improvement in the 
trade among the seven countries repre- 
sented at The Hague can be made, because 
almost all of them are producers and ex- 
porters of primary commodities, and 
several of them are active competitors in 
the British and Central European markets. 
Yet it is recognised that even a minor 
agreement, covering a restricted group of 
commodities, might have an important 
psychological effect. At least, it would 
mark a slight change in the trend, which 
has been persistent in Europe for the best 
part of a decade, to raise trade barriers 
ever higher and higher. Such an agree- 
ment, if it can be reached, might also tend 
to have important reactions and repercus- 
sions among some of the larger Powers. 
Almost al! of the countries adhering to the 
Oslo Convention have trade treaties, con- 
taining a “ most favoured nation ”’ clause, 
with other countries, so that any reduction 
of trade barriers ensuing from this confer- 
ence would benefit all the signatories to 
these treaties. Such an issue would lead to 
the lowering of the trade barriers in many 
lands, and to a stimulation of interna- 
tional trade generally. When the experts 
come to the examination of international 
trade in general they will naturally have 
this aspect of their more restricted survey 
in view, and they will doubtless realise 
that their discussions would be almost 
futile without reference to London, Paris 
and Washington. Taus a breach, made in 
the apparently solid wall of tariffs and 
quotas by the ‘‘ little nations ’’ assembled 
at The Hague, may be widened gradually 
to permit the entry into the freer system 
of the more important of the larger trad- 
ing nations. 
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- Australia’s Victory 


Australia has made no mistake about it 
this'time. There could scarcely have been 


a more decisive victory than that which

The luck of the toss 
in the last three matches, inde 
went hopelessly against England, but com- 
plete inability to find a good opening pair 
was certainly not a less decisive factor in 
the defeat. Neither side has a claim to 
rank among the great balanced teams of 
history. Both have relied to a very large 
extent upon a few brilliant individuals, 
but the outcome has shown that 
Australia’s individuals have shore more 
consistently than those of England. The 
next Australian tour in England should 
produce interesting cricket. Meanwhile, 
the present one seems to have pleased 
Australia, although the captious might 
argue that Australia has every reason to 
be pleased since it has secured the absence 
of England’s most successful bowler. No 
imperial complications are threatened by 
it, and neither side has appealed to its 
Government. 
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.““”Bowlers”' in Turkey 


Some years ago a man named Mustapha 
Kemal decided that Turkey had better 
begin to take her place in the world, to 
be revered amiong the nations for more 
than her delight. He assumed the posi- 
tion of dictator, so that the process of 
regeneration might not be impeded by 
the Turkish people, and rapidly the 
situation began to develop. The Turks, 
bewildered, but obviously eager to pla- 
cate the leader, presented him with the 
title of ‘‘ Ataturk ’’; and Kemal, to mark 
his appreciation and his determination to 
live up to his name, told them all that 
they must wear bowler hats.

as citizens of a modern State, but 
Ataturk found that he had greater 
fortune with the hats than with the 


dignity. When his agents came upon a 
citizen in a fez, or, for that matter, a 
cap of beaver -fur, they could perceive 
straight off that here was treason, and 
tuke the requisite steps. In the case of 
a Turk with no dignity, however, . they 
were less certain of their ground. The 
lack of dignity might be tempurary or 
unavoidable, or else the outcome of ignor- 
ance. When one has been slopping 
about for centuries with no bowler hat 
and a lot of wives it is uphill work to 
become dignified at the first crack out of 
the box. Ataturk, however, is a de 
termined Turk, and dignity he must have 
—if necessary, by decree. He has begun 
with the hamals, or the particularly ter- 
rible Turks, who stagger about Istanbul 
like mules with enormous loads on their 
backs. The hamals have been human 
peasts of burden for iong and undignified 
years, but now their self-degradation has 
been made illegal. When we explain 
that the hamals much prefer enormov 
loads to normally-sized bowler hats out 
readers will see how bitter does Ataturk’ 
struggle promise to be.

AND GERMANY

The Berliner Tageblatt comments: “' It 
is a giganti> programme, and its political 
significance will be discernible only after 
the composition of the new Fleet is 
known.” 
That Britain chooses to strengthen her 
Navy rather than the Army is generally 
approved in France, as circumstances have 
already shown that the British Navy and 
the French Army complement each other 
in time of need. 
The efforts of the British taxpayer are 
not forgotten. One French paper recently 
commented that it is he (the taxpayer) 
who is at present engaged in saving 
civilisation 


ITALY DISTRUSTFUL 


The British Maval estimates were known 
in Rome too late for comment in the even- 
ing papers, but the increased expenditure 
strengthens the widespread distrust of the 
peaceful motives behind the British re- 
armament. 

Signor Virginio Gayda, in the Giornale 
d’Italia, asks: “ Is it possible that two 
great Powers like England and the United 
States, at the moment of chronic, wide- 
spread unemployment, would arm like this. 
if their minds are turned towards thoughts 
of disarmament, and they are ready to 
throw on the scrap-heap their great ships 
and guns, costing millions? 

“This is not a possibility acceptable to 
the average intelligence of any citizen of 
the world, unless the programme of 
colossal armaments is only put forward to 
force less favoured nations to throw them- 
selves on their knees and demand & truce, 
to be paid for with humiliation and re- 
nouncement, 

‘‘ If this were the case, the re-armament 
programme could be described as a form of 
intimidation and political terrorism. Italy 
is not arming against anyone; she is arm- 
ing to maintain for the nation its imperial 
place in the world, and to assure the in- 
dependence of her foreign policy.”

At the conference of Princes and 
Ministers on February 23 adherence to the 
federal proposals of the new Government 
of India Act was accepted in principle, 
but this adherence was subject to the 
recognition of certain ‘‘ essential guaran- 
tees ” to the States. 

When the Viceroy addressed the 

Chamber of Princes on the following day 
he urged that at the stage now reached 
it was important that the Princes should 
come to an early final decision. 
There has been a tendency for some of 
the Prince; to ask what they would gain 
by federation, but another view generally 
held among them is that Congress election 
successes in the provinces have increased 
the urgency of bringing into being a 
strong federal centre. 


THE POSITION 


The Constitutional Committee appointed 
by the conference of ruling Princes to 
examine the whole question of the States 
and federation issued a lengthy report last 
month. Briefly put, the present position 
is that the Indian States want it made 
clear that the special responsibilities of 
the. Viceroy under the Federal Act shall be 
exercised in his capacity as representative 
of the Crown, and not as agent of the 
federation. 

The limi!s of federal authority in each 
State would be specified in the instru- 
ment of accession. The States do not 
desire that, in addition, the special 
responsibilities and obligations of the 
paramount Power should be used in ach 
a way as to give the federal authority 
power beyond the limits imposed by the 
instrument of accession. For examyle, 
they wish that the Resident in a State 
should in future be His Majesty’s repre- 
sentative, and not the agent of the 
Governor-General (Viceroy), as at pre 


sent. 

THE ACT 
The Princes also desire that the “ inten- 
tions’? on which they federate must be 
stated without ambiguity in the instru- 
ment of accession. It is realised that the 
instrument of accession cannot repeat, 
clarify or amend the Government of India 
Act: but the Act cannot be reconciled 
exactly with the authority the States in- 
tend to yield to federation in each of the 
forty-seven subjects examined. 
The Princes, moreover, ate not prepared 
to leave to.the Federal Court a reconcilia- 
tion between their ‘‘ intentions ” and the 
Act. The instrument of accession must be 
drafted, they say, in such a way as 
virtually to give it statutory authority.

STATE SUBVENTION OF 
£450,000 A YEAR 


T= Dail yesterday passed the 
second reading of the Widows 
and Orphans Bill, which was intro- 
duced by the Minister for Local! 
Government and Public Health. 

The Minister expressed the hope 
that the pensions would be payable 
within a few months after the passing 
of the Act. 

Mr. O’KELLY, in moving the second 
reading of the bill, said that during the 
debate on widows’ and orphans’ pensions 
last November, arising out of a motion he 
told the House that a bill to amend the 
Act was virtually prepared. There was a 
strong opinion amongst all parties that the 
new bill should make pensions available 
for all necessitous widows and orphans. 
He had taken up the matter with the 
Minister for Finance and the Executive 
Council, and he was happy to say that 
the money had been found, and the 
Government had agreed to substitute the 
present bill, which .made provision for 
pensions to all necessitous widows and 
orphans 
Mr. O’KELLY outlined the principles of 
the main Act, the feature of which was a 


| scheme of compulsory insurance providing 


a fund which, with the aid of subvention 
from the State, would guarantee pensions 
to the widows and orphans of wage-earners 
without the imposition of a means test. 
They had, he said, over a year’s experience 
of the working of the contributory scheme, 
and even in that short time it had proved 
to be a very great benefit. It was estimated 
that in the first year of its operation an 
average of seven hundred widows whose 
husbands would die during that year would 
become entitled to contributory pensions 
at a cost of £30,000 for the year. The 
position at the 31st December last was 
that there were 702 widows and 1,174 
children (including orphans) in receipt of 
contributory pensions, amounting to 
£554 8s. per week, at the rate oi 
£28,829 per annum: Since then therr. 
were 795 widows and 1,370 children anc 
orphans, costing £636 6s. 6d. per week. 
or an annual cost of £33,089. The cost 
of the contributory scheme would increase 
rapidly from vear to year until thors 
would be 23,000 widows and 16.50í 
children, including orphans in receipt o 
contributory pensions. 


PENSION RATES 


Where the“employment of the late 
husband or father was not agricultura:

PENSIONS IN A FEW MONTHS 


The existing Statute provided for the 
payment cf contributcry pensions to 
persons going to reside in Great Britain 
or Northern Ireland, subject always, of 
to the conditions regarding in- 
surance in the Free State having been 
satisfied. A woman in receipt of a con- 
tributory pension, on reaching the age cf 
seventy, was entitled to an old age pen 
sion of ten shillings a week, without any 
test as to means, and a difficulty arose 
because old ave pensions were not pavable 
outside the Free State. Tt was accord. 
ingly proposed that where a woman became 
tled to the old age pension under the

INCREASED COST 


The effect of the proposals will be to in- 
crease considerably the number of persons 
entitled to non-centributory pensions, and, as 
a consequence, the annual cost of these pen- 
sious. Under the present scheme the num- 
ber of persons in receipt of pensions, the 
weekly cost of these pensions, and the cor- 
responding annual costs are as follows (the

STATE SUBVENTION 


Continuing, the Minister said: When the 
Act of 1935 was before the Dail 1 stated 
that in making the estimates of cost, con- 
siderable cifficulty was experienced, as full

material was not always available on which 
calculations. Although considerable 
has been gained, the extension to 
include all néecessitous widows makes it very 
difficult to make firm estimates. Taking all 
the facts known to us into consideration the 
best estimate, so far as the non-contributory 
scheme is concerned is that under the new 
proposals the number of beneficiaries in the 
first year will be 41,500 widows and 29,000 
children (including orphans). These numbers 
will be subject to reduction in future years 
as the number of persons entitled to contn- 
butory pensions increases. The principle 
adopted in financing the scheme under the 
Act of 1935 was to estimate the income and 
expenditure over a period of ten years, and to 
set Off the surplus arising in the early years 
the deficiencies which will normally

of total expenditure over total 
the ten years was then met by an equal 
annual subvention from the State in each 
of these vears. 

The 1955 Act accordingly provided for an 
annual State subvention of £250,000 for each 
of the first ten years. Of this ten-year 
period two years have elapsed, and two 
annual payments of £250,000 each have been 
made. It-is now estimated that the new pro- 
posals will require an additional subvention 
of £200.000 for each of the remaining eight 
years of the period, and in arriving at this 
amount regard was had to the surplus already 
in hand as a result of the first year’s working 
of the scheme. ‘The bill accordingly provides 
that, for the remaining eight financial years 
of the ten-year period, the State subvention 
is to be at the rate olf £450 .009, instead of 
£259,000, as originally provided. 


VIEWS ON THE BILL 


Mr. M. BRENNAN (U.I., Roscommon) 
spoke in praise of the bill, and said they 
welcomed it as a very generous measure. 
The sum required would be a large one, but 
it was a conadlation to know that the State 
was doing the right thing. 

Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said the

Mr. D. McMENAMIN (U.1., Donegal) 
said that he thoucht the State could do more 
than provide 5s. for a widow with orphans.

pension was to be awarded,

DEFENCE of the principles of censor- 
A ship, which, he said, did not include 
consideration of the application ol 
those principles by the present. Censorship

A. Little, 8.J.,-in a lecture entitled ‘ The 
Need of Censorship ” at the Central Catholic 
Library, Dublin, last night, | It was the 
duty of the State, he said, ta take precagtions 
against breaches of public morality by. pro- 
hibiting the incentives to crime, What books 
were in fact such incentives could only finally 
be decided upon by censorship. 

Stich censorship would not be needed were 
the public so intelligent as to discern clearly 
and with conviction the moral law and the 
ménaces to it in literature, but no public to- 
day was so enlightened. Where an an 
instructed public was least able to decide for 
itself. was where a book was immoral, but not 
palpably so. i 

‘Tt is most of all,” said Father Little, 
“in the case of books whose immorality is 
insidious that censorship is needed. Inevit 
ably the law will be ftequently violated, 
but it will not be lightly. violated if 
supported by public opinion, and, thus, 
though broken, law in general will not -be 
scorned, Some ideas and’ theories will be 
withheld from public circulation, but orily 
those that have been ascertained by thé (pre 
sumably) competent authority to be false. 


FALSE THEORIES 


“ No harm can come from the suppression 
of false theories, whereas their full currency 
in ah uncritical society might lead to their 
adoption and the surrender of true principles 
Since the progress of any nation depends ó" 
the adoption of worthy aims and true prin- 
ciples of development at the outset and on 
constaucy in their application during . its 
history, the people, if unable to defend them- 
selves against falsehood, must be removed 
from acquaintance. with it. 

‘* Nevertheless, sound though the principle 
of censorship is, any particular board of 
censorg May apply it incompetently by excess 
either of rigour or of laxity. Excess of 
rigour, though the less evil extreme, is not 
negligible in a Christian country, for it can 
discredit the intelligence of Christians, lower 
the standard of artistic production, and un- 
justly stigmatise authors. i 

“lo obviate excess, whether of rigour or 
of laxity, the censors must be not merely 
good men, but .trained. men, trained in a 
true philosophy and ethics and also in the 


science of esthetics and the power of 
appreciating art.

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The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—Last night saw the close of the 
most critical municipal campaign which 
London has known since the Progressives 
were expelled from office thirty years ago. 
Bad habits are notoriously hard to break 
and the Londoner’s indifference to the 
triennial elections for the County Council 
is as ingrained as his interest in the 
annual spectacle of the Lord Mayot’s 
Show. . No doubt the argument and 
counter argument of the past month has 
at least led the average citizen to 
appreciate. the urgency of the problems 
with which the new Council will have to 
deal, and the effect of the steps taken to 
solve them, upon his own comfort and 
welfare. But there is a considerable step 
between this slightly detached ‘civic con- 
sciousness and a visit to the polling booth. 
It is a step which every voter is in duty 
bound to take. If it is neglected London 
which, after all, has some claim to con- 
sideration, will be the principal sufferer. 

The Labour Party on the London County 
Council has openly co-operated, adds The 
Times, with the Labour Party in Parlia- 
ment in putting obstacles in the way oí 
the Government’s plans for setting the 
nation’s defences in order. It has used 
its control of the schools to further a 
dangerous, because thoroughly misleading 
propaganda. Europe may arm and 
the children of Europe may have 
their thoughts constantly directed 
to the next war, but the London 
child, so far from being instructed in the 
facts and helped to form a balanced judg- 
ment, is léd to believe that war belongs to 
bad days gone by; that the impulse to 
prepare for defence is too criminal for its 
indulgence to be tolerated in school play- 
grounds; that the Aldershot Tattoo and 
the R.A.F. display are instruments of 
mental corruption, and that the responsi- 
bilities of Empire are so shocking that the 
very name of Empire Day must be 
changed. When a Labour election address 
can claim that this sort of priggishness 
constitutes the yreatest record of civic 
achievement in any of the world’s great 
cities in this century, it is time that 
London’s citizens, who have.a better con- 
ception of London’s real due, should make 
an effective protest at the polls. 

It is clear from their manifesto that tho 
Municipal Reformers have taken to heart 
the lesson of their defeat three years ago 
and that their administration, if they aro 
returned to power, will be shaped on broad 
and comprehensive lines. Londoners will 
do a good day’s work for themselves and 
for their city if they vote for a party 
whose programme, in addition to its posi- 
tive merits, is free from the hysteria and 
séntimentalism which has characterised 
the election appeals of its opponents.
